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AS WAS EXPECTED. 


Soruo fflonobsrs of iho Siate Board of 


Tra3e, says the Silver State, drafted a new 
constitution, which was submitted to tho 
Bourd and printed, Thii proposed consti- 
tution, reduoes the number of couuties 
from fourteen to eight. Ad the Silver State 
surmised, when commenting on the inatru- 
tneni, tbis proposition has aroused Btroug 
oppo-iilion ID towns which would cease to 
be seats of justice, in the event of the 
adoptioa of the Board of Trade constitu- 
tion. 
At Belmont, which is the county 


seat of Nye county, oua of the six it is 
proposed to annex to other counties, the 
loci I Board of Trade denounces the Stuto 
Board in round terms, und the Republican 
county convention, while not HO emphatic 
as the local Board, ducouaten'inces the 
proposition of the State Board i»ud declares 
against the consulidatiou of counties. 


It is ubvioaa from the action of the Nye 


county bodies, that the State Board of 
Triulo uiust wholly eschew politico if it 
desires to have the support of the whole 
people. No oue, unless it be corporatijua 
which seem to feel that a nuw constitution 
mi^ht dt-priye them of privi eges accorded 
them by the present one, and those who 
expsot to hold offices which may be abol- 
ished, ^ill deny the necessity for revising 
the constitution and adopting it to the 
present requirements of the State, but they 
prefer that a oouvention composed of per- 
sona elected for the purpose, not tnernbors 
of a commercial orguuiz ition, whiuh IB cot 
responsible to the people, should frame 
the instrument, though po.-it-ibty it might 
not be any better than that drafted by the 
Board of Trade. 


THE ORIGINAL PACKAGE BILL. 


Congress his p-iassd and the President 


has sigued the bill relative to the sjle of 
liquors in or giual packages. It provides 
that all fermented, distilled or other intoxi- 
cating liqaors tran>poit-d iuto auy State 
or Territory, or remaining for use, cobiimp- 
lion, sale or sturnge therein, shall, upon 
arrival in such State or Territory bo btib- 
ject to the operation of the luwa of snob 
State or Territory enacted ia the exercise 
of ils police powers, to the same eitent 
and in the manner as though each liquorb 
had been producer! in such State or Terri- 
tory, and shall not be extract therefrom br 
reason o( being introduced theri-iu in orig- 
inal p>ick>ig«s or otherwise. This l=ave» 
the entire matter of the manufacture aid 
sal* of mtoxioitiug liquors to the several 
Stat-s as expressed by their local laws, 
whether those laws prescribe prohibition, 
local option or li enie.

spondence discloses the important fact that 
the French Government now practically 
places its exclusion of our poik production 
on economic instead of sanitary grounds 
This policy of exclusion for the protection 
of domestic products of France is ncplied 
only to the United States.

States may prohibit the introduction of 
poor French wines (most of which are 
adulterated) if France persists in refusing 
to admit good American pork.
